Chapter 4, Wildlife  Regulations Section 003 Antelope, Deer, Elk to simplify the application and purchasing process 

for deer, elk, and antelope permits by collapsing eight purchasing periods to four and harmonizing application periods 

for elk and antelope landowner permits, and adding new draw units for non-resident deer.

Game Refuge and weapon restrictions on the Bur Oak WMA in Seward County. 

Copies of the proposed regulations and the Fiscal Impact Statement shall be available for public inspection at the 

Game and Parks Commission office and the Office of the Secretary of State.  

 

Interested persons 

or organizations may submit written comments prior to the hearing, which will be entered into the hearing record if 

they:  1) include a request to be included as part of the hearing record; 2) include the name and address of the person 

or organization submitting the comments; and 3) are received by 1:00 p.m.
